O all Mannours, Lands, Tenements, Waſtes, Commons, Tithes, ariſing alwel 
without any Pariches, as within Pariſhes, Liberties, Pztuiledges, aud other Here- 
ditaments, in the ſaid Commiſſion mentioned, held vnder colour of any defectine, 
| voide, 02 inſufficient Grant, oꝛ Letters Patents of Concealements, pꝛotured out of 
the Crowne, oꝛ otherwiſe meerely intruded vpon, and vſurped without any Grant 

thereok at all from his Mateſtte, oz any of his Pꝛedeteſſoꝛs. 


All Pannours, Lands, Tenements, andother thepzemiſſes inſufficiently granted out ofthe 
Crowne Intatle, whereofthe eſtate tatle is not ſpent, oꝛ which haue. o2 ought to haue deſcended 
vpon the Kings Perſon, oꝛ any of | ad oor and are inſufficiently granted out of the 
Crowne,oz being fozmerly granted Jntatle,the eſtate taile is ſpent and determined.and ought to 
reuert bnto the Crowne. | 

All Meſſuages and Cottages built, and Incloſures made, vpon the common High Wwayes, 
Dtreetes, Paſſages, Waſtes and Commons. 


All Lands fozmerly retouered, oꝛ deſerted from the Sea, 02 now ſurrounded with the Sea, 
and which hereafter may, oz ſhall be retouered, oꝛ deſerted from the Sea. 


Diners Paſtures and Grounds adiacent to his Maieſties Fozreſts and Parkes , and yet are 
no parcell of the ſaid Foꝛreſts oꝛ Parkes , but purchaſed oz vſed by his Maieſtte foz the vie of his 
Deere, which ſayd Foꝛreſts and Parkes being dilaffoꝛreſted, and diſparked , and the Deere de- 
ſtroped, the pꝛemiſles are carried away, without any grant thereof from the Crowne. 


All Mannours, Lands, Teuements, and other the pzemilles, Which ought to bee in charge, 
and are not, but ſome Fee-Farnic Ven anſwered, as fthere were no moze due vnto His Mas 
leſtie, whereas, in trueth , the Land it ſelfe belongeth vnto the Crowne, oꝛ ſuch Lands and o- 
ther the pꝛemiſſes, where both the Lands and Rents ſtandincharge, and the Rent anſwered, 
and yet the parties ſo enioping the ſayd Lands, neuer had any Grant thereof from the Crowne, 
oꝛ ſuch Lands, and other the pꝛemiſſes where the Lands ſtand in charge, as Lands, and pet the 
Rents ſtand not in charge, noꝛ haue beene anſwered vnto the Crowne by them that pꝛetend 


Intereſt in the layd Lands. 


The Commiſſioners to ſell any of the pꝛemiſſes ( which are not ſetled by the a- 
fozeſaid Act) in Fee- Simple, Fee - Farme, Fee. Taile foꝛ terme of life, liues oꝛ yeeres, 
(as the Caſe ſhall require) vnto thepzeſent Poſſeſſoꝛs ofthe Inheritance: But vps 
on their retulall, oꝛ wilfull neglect ofthis His Mateſttes intended grate, the ſaid Com⸗ 
mtlſioners to ſell any of the afozeſayd pꝛemiſſes to ſuch others as ſhall bee Suitoꝛs 
fo: the ſame: And foꝛ the Surrounded Grounds, and ſuch like, where there is no 
pꝛeſent Poſſeſſoꝛs, to ſuch as will tompound foz the ſame. 

And where the Tenure appeareth vpon Recozd, the fozmer Tenure is to bee res 
ſerued ; But where no Tenure appeareth, there the Tenure is to be in Soccage, 

And Robert Typper, of Grays June, his Maieſties Seruant , is to attend the ſayd 
Commuſſſſoners in the execution andpzoſecution ofthe ſayd Commuſſton, 
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
